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REMARKS 

Reconsideration and allowance in view of the foregoing amendment and the following 
rernarks are respectfully requested. Claims 1, 2 and 13 . are amended. 
Reiettion of Glaims 1-20 Under 35 U.S C. $101 

The Office Action rejects claims 1-20 under 35 U.S.C. §101 because th:e claimed 
invention is directed to non-statut6r>' subject matter. Applicants respectfully submit: that the 
amended claims now comply with 35 U.S.C. §101. Notably, claim 1 is amended to recite that 
the processor clusters the non-conte.xl tokens into a cluster tree based cn.the ffetiuency vectors 
accordihg to a lexical correlation ampng the rion-context tokens, whereiri the cluster tree is used 
in a pattet^n recognition system. Certainly, a system that recognizes patterns such as speech 
patterns is a practical application that produces tangible and concrete results, 

Claim 2 is amended to recite a similar amendment to claim 1 in which the riiethod of 
grammar learning from a con^us includes, the step of clustiirihgthe noivciSntext tokens based 
upon the iVequeney vectors aceording to a lexical con-elation among the non-context tokens, 
wherein the cluster tree is used in a pattern recognition system. Accordingly, method claim 2 is 
patentable and complies with 35 U.S.C. §101. 

Similarly claim 13 is amended to recite that the file, is ci-eated accordiiig to a method that 
includes storing the non-context tokens and;a representation of the clusters in a file for use in a 
pattern recognition system. Agairi, the use .Qf such stored non-context tokens and a 
representation of the clusters in a file Ibr a pattern recognition system pjpyides the: requisite 
practical application for the invention of claim 13. 

Applicants respectliilly submit that independent claims 1 , 2 and 13 each now recite 
subject matter that complies with 35 U;S.G. §101 and therefore these claims, as well as their 
dependent claims, are patentable and in condition for allowance. 
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Double-Patenting Relectioris 

The Office Action rejects claims l-20„provisionaUy on the ground of non-slatutbry 
obviousness-type double patenting as beirig unpatentable over the claims of Patent No. 6,751,5,84 
and Patent No. 6,31 7,707. The enclosed Terminal Disclaimer addresses the double patenting 
rejections. Therefore.; Apjjlicant respeclfulliyf submits" that these claims are allowable.
